The Lessor hereby agrees to rent the premises 
known as Ruppert Stadium located at 258 wilson Avenue, in 
the City of Newark to the Lessee on certain days herein- 
after specified during the season 1939 for the purpose of 
conducting colored baseball National League games during 
the season of 1939, 


The lessee hereby agrees to pay the Lessor twenty 
per cent of gross gate receipts, less compulsory tax, in 
eash at the completion of each gam. The Lessee will fur- 
nish at his expense all necessary help in conducting these 
baseball games, such as ticket sellers, ticket takers, 
police and other employees deemed necessary to adequately 
handle the games.

including tax, will be: 


Box Seats: eighty-five cents ($.85) 
Grandstand Seats: sixty-five cents ($.65) 
Bleacher Seats: forty cents ($.40) with 
the privilege of admitting children under 
the age of twelve for: . 
Grandstand Seats: twenty-five cents (§.25) 
Bleacher Seats: fifteen cents ($.15) | 


ll It is further mutually agreed that one day or 

| night game each week may be designated as ‘Ladies Night * 

| or "Ladies Day’. fhe Lessee may issue free passes to these 
| games conducted at Ruppert Stadium to the extent of two 

| hundred. 


li Should the Lessee play at the above mentioned 
| ballpark at night, all expenses, incurred in operating 

| night baseball games, including cost of electrice current 

| consumed and electrician's wages, will be paid by the Less- 
| 68. The Lessor shall not be held responsible in any manner 
| for guarantees to clubs, players’ salaries, umpires and 

| others employed for these games. The auditor for the Lessor 
| will have full charge and access to all ticket booths, turn- | 
| stiles and entrances.

ties hereto, that both the Lessee and Lessor reserve the 
| privilege to void this agreement if and when at their in- 
| @ividual indesecretions the income equivalent to their re- 
spective shares, less compulsory tax, is insufficient to 
compensate them for continued performance of this agree- 
ment. 


Under this agreement the lessee is not permitted 
to sub-let his rental privilege of Ruppert Stadium in any 
manner.
